APPENDIX 

CONDITIONS FOR LICENSING IMPORTS UNDER THE THIRD SWISS CREDIT 

The Import licences Issued under the Third Swiss Credit will be subject to the 
following conditions; — 

1. Import licences will be Issued on c.I.f, basis with an Initial validity period of 
■four months for contracting and normally have twelve months for completing ship¬ 
ments as well as payments. 

The issue ctf Import licences with a longer initial validity period of upto 18 
months for completing shipment as well as payments will, however, be considered 
on merits If the Importer Is in a position when applying for the import licence to 
produce adequate documentary evidence to establish the need for import licence 
with a longer validity period. 

Subsequent revalidations of import licences for completion of shipments will be 
regulafed as per condition at paragraph 23 under. 
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2. Each Imiwrt Licence will bear aaiM^rscriptlon—‘‘THIRD SWISS CREDIT". 
The sumx in the licence Code clasalflcaaw^number will be “R/SZ”. 

3. Witl4lXrta of the recelpif^of ijhe import licence, the Importer will

4. Only capital goods ot Swiss origin will be eligible to be linip>rted under the 
licences iSfiOeff'fttiHMst Third Bwjgs Qredit. 

5. The grace, period facility under para 253 of the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules & Procedure 1973-74 will not be applicable to imports financed under 
this Credit. 


CONTRACTING 

6. Four certified copies of the provialonal contract duly executed hi English 
language and signed by both the Indian Importer and the Swiss Supplier must be 
furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (W.E. Ill 
Branch), North Block, Central Secretariat, Now Delhi within four months from the 
issue of the import licence. 

Where this stipulation la not complied with within the said period, the Import 
licence will be deemed to have become invalid. For revalidatlon of this Import 
licence, the licence-holder would submit an application, along with the import 
licence in original to the licensing authorities giving reasons for failure to submit 
the contract's in the stipulated period Of four months. A copy of this application 
will also he forwarded simultaneously to the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
EconOrriir Affairs (W.E. Ill Branch), New Delhi for Informatloo. Such applications 
would be considered by the licensing authorities on merits and the licence will be 
revalidated for contracting for a further period not exceeding two months. Any 
revalidation beyond this period will require the prior approval of the Department 
of Economic Affairs. 

7. A contract will normally comprise an agteement signed by both the parties 
viz., the Indian importer and the Swiss Supplier or it may comprise the order placed 
by the Indian importer and the acceptance/conflrmatlon thereof in unequivocal 
terms by the Swiss Supplier, 

8. A contract comprising a series of correspondence between the two parties 
frequently amending/revising the various provisions will not normally be accepted. 
In such cases it is advisable to prepare a final document including therein the terms 
agreed to by both the parties and signed as such. 

GENERAL TERMS OP CONTRACT 

9. The provisional contract should be placed on F.O.B. basis. The value should 
be expressed in Swiss Francs. 

10 If any commission is to be paid to the Indian agent of the Swiss supplier, 
it will be shown separately from the value of the Contract. The Indian Agent’s 
Commission will be paid in Indian rupees by the importers but will be set off 
against the total value of the Import Licence, calculated at the Central rate of 
Exchange which at present is 1 Swiss Franc=Rs. 1.890, The said rate of exchange 
is, however, subiect to revision. 

VALUE LIMITS OF CONTRACTS 

11. The value of each individual contract should not be below one hundred 
thousand Swiss Francs (Rs. 1,90,000/- at the Central Exchange rate). 

OTHER CONDITIONS 

12. To make a contract eligible for financing under the Third Swiss Credit, the 
following provisions, apart from the conditions stipulated above, as also any others 
considered necessary by the contracting parties, should also be incorporated in the 
contract. 

(1) the goods to be Imported under the contract are of Swiss origin; 
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(ii) the two contracting parties agree that the contract is subject to the 
approval of both the Indian and Swiss authorities for financing under 
the Swiss Credit; 

(lil) the prices indicated therein are firm for the duration of the contract; 

(Iv) the contract should contain a clause under which the Supplier should be 
required to advise the Swiss Credit Bank about receipt by him of pay¬ 
ment for a shipment or part-shipment or of a guarantee deposit from 
the Indian Importer (referred to at para 19(i) and 19(11') below) within 
a week of such receipt to enable the Swiss Credit Bank to reimburse 
the amount to the Government of India. Such advices by the suppliers 
should be furnished to the Swiss Credit Bank. In the proforma given 
at Annexure—I, In triplicate, with the request to the Bank to send two 
copies to the Embassy o.f India in Switzerland, who in turn would send 
one copy to the Controller of Aid Accounts, New Delhi. 

(v) The contract should normally have no provision for financing the engage¬ 
ment/deputation of technicians for erection of the capital goods In 
India and/or for operating the plant In fulfilment of the customary 
performance guarantees. In case, however, the need for such a provi¬ 
sion Is considered inevitable, necessary clearances will have to be 
separately obtained by the Indian Importer for the engagement of such 
expatriate personnel before entering Into the contract for supply of 
capital goods. The contract for the supply of capital goods should be 
supported by certified/photostat copies of such clearances. The Indian 
importer should approach the concerned administrative Ministry in the 
Government of India or his sponsoring authority for obtaining such 
clearances. 

(vi) The delivery schedule will be indicated in the contract clearly. Any 
change In the delivery schedule will be promptly reported to the 
Ministry of Finance. Department of Economic Affairs (W.E. Ill Branch) 
with suitable explanation for the change. 

CUSTOMARY GUARANTEE (S) 

13. The importer may arrange and provide for in the agreement Customary 
Guarantee(s) which will be necessary for safeguarding his interest. 

SUBMISSION OF CONTRACT 

14. 'Within a month of the conclusion of the contract, the importer should send 
a letter accompanied by the following document to the Ministry of Finance, De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs (W.E.II Branch), North Block, Central Secretariat, 
New Delhi; — 

(i) Four certified copies of the provisional contract duly executed in English 
language and signed by both the Indian Importer and the Swiss Sup¬ 
plier; 

(ii) Photostat copy of the Import Licence valid for contracting on the date 

of the execution of the contract/acceptance by foreign suppliers of 
the order placed on him by the importer; and 

(iii) Other particulars stipulated in Annexure II. 

The contract will be processed further only after all those documents have 
been furnished by the importer. 

NOTIFICATION OF THE CONTRACT 

15. If the contract is complete the documents etc,, are in order and the Im¬ 
port licence is valid for contracting, the same will be notified by the Department 
of Economic Affairs to the Swiss authorities through the Embassy of Switzerland 
In India, New Delhi. 

16. The contract will be deemed to have become eflectlye only when the De¬ 
partment of Economic Affair.s after receiving the approval of the Swiss authori¬ 
ties, has issued a letter to that eflect. 

approval of the provisional contract by the Department of Economic 
Affairs and the Swiss authorities the final contract should be drawn up and tb'"as 
copies of the same forwarded to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Econo¬ 
mic Affairs (W.E. Ill Branch) as soon as possible.

PAYMENT TERMS 

18. No remittance will be allowed against the Import Licence or Letter of 
Credit opened unless the importer-produces a letter from the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs to the effect that the contract has been made 
effective after the approval of both the Governments of India and the Swiss 
authorities. 

19. (1) Ten (10) per cent of the Invoice value wUl be authorised to be remitted 
simultaneously with the Issue of the letter making the final contract effective: 

(il) Ninety (90) per cent of the invoice value will except where some amount 
(upto say 10 per cent) has been withheld towards Performance Guarantee will 
be paid against shipping documents. 

The importer shall effect payment to the Swiss Supplier/Suppliem on the 
strength of the Exchange Control copy of the Import licence through the normal 
banking channels. No letter of credit will be opened by the Indian banks for a 
period longer than the period for which the Import licence Is valid, 

20. For the release of free foreign exchange on account of freight/insurance, 
the importer will approach the Department of Economic Affairs a month or so 
in advance of the date of shipment. In no case the gap between this release and 
the date of shipment should exceed three months. 

21. (1) The Importer will furnish to the Department of Economic Affairs 
(Economic Aid Accounts Branch) within one month of the shipment of the goods 
two copies of the Invoice bearing a certificate from the supplier, that 

(a) The supplier has received a sum of. Swiss Francs amounting to 

10 per cent of the Invoice value on conclusion of the contract; and 

(b) The supplier has received a sum of. Swiss Franca amounting to 

90 per cent of the invoice value on shipment of goods, except for the 
amount held back for customary performance guarantee in terms of 
para 19 (ii) above. 

(ii) Whore, some amount, say 10 per cent has been withheld towards perfor¬ 
mance guarantee, the Importer will furnish to the Department of Economic Affairs, 
Economic Aid Accounts Brancnu as soon as the amount has been paid to the 
Swiss supplier, two copies of the invoice bearing a certificate from the supplier 
that; 


"The supplier has received a sum of.Swiss Francs amounting to. 

per cent of the Invoice value (on satisfactory performance of the plant) 

22. The Importer’s bankers will be responsible for sending a copy of the ‘A’ 
form pertaining to the remittance to the supplier, to the Controller of Aid Ac¬ 
counts, Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, Jeevan Deep Build¬ 
ing. Parliament Street, New Delhi, as soon as they make the remittances. 

IREVALIDATION OF IMPORT LICENCES FOR COMPLETION OP SHIPMENTS 

23. For revalldatlon of lm.port licence for completion of shipments, duo regard 
will be given to the delivery schedule indicated in the contract and the subse¬ 
quent amendments thereto as per procedure indicated in paragraph 12 (vi) above. 
A strict view will, however be taken in cases where the revalldatlon sought ia 
for a period beyond three (3) months from the date of release of foreign exchange 
for payment of the freight/Insurance charges. 

SUBMISSION OF REPORT 

24 A monthly report, as In Annexure III showing the utilisation status of the 
Import licence should be furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs, (W.E. Ill Branch), North Block,, ..New Delhi. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

25. The Government of India wUl not undertake any responsibility for dla- 
putes if any which may arise, between the Indian importer end the Swiss sup¬ 
pliers. 
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26j^The Indian Importer shall promptly comply with any direction, instruc¬ 
tions, or orders Issued by Government from time toi time regarding any and all 
matters arising or pertaining to the import licence. 

27. Any breach or violation of any of the conditions prescribed herein wiU 
result in appropriate action under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1M7, 
and orders Issued thereunder.
